Claims 10-14 have been amended, and new claims 15-27 have been added. 
Cairns 10-14 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. §1.2, second paragraph, as

.natter of the invention, which rejection is respect, traversed. Specifically, the 
Examinerhasobje^edtoiinesl^ofClaim.O. Cairn .0-14 are amended herein 

to clarify the subject matter of the invention 

Claims 10-14 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. 110204 as being 
anticipated by, or in the .tentative, under 35 U.S.C. ,10*) as being obvious 
over Goto e, al„ which rejection is respectfully traversed. While it is the 
Examiner's opinion that the claimed invention is an obvious variation, the 
Examiner has failed to point out the teaching in Goto, on which the claims 
aUegedly read. Further, the Examiner has ari,i<rari,y labeled the dependent claims 
as conventional without the slightest explanation of how such a conclusion was 
reached. The Rejection is arbitrarily dismissing claimed structural limitations 
without any evidence to support the rejection. The Rejection has failed to 
establish a prima facie case of obviousness by the Mure to produce prior ari. The 
use of a single reference to show obviousness is improper: there must be some 

evidence from the reference or other objective source, or evidence provided

Clanns .0-H, as amended, and new claims 1«I ciaim a combination of 
an elecronic device and an e.ec,romagne.ic in.erfe.ence suppressing device, and a 
— ^^ ^ ^ 0 - 0i,,ta,,,di,,rt- 
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some electronic and/or magnetic device that generates magnetic waves. The 
claims of the present invention recite a static combination of the composite 
magnetic body and the electronic device, in which no movement is required. 

In accordance with the above discussions, it should be clear that neither 
Goto et al., nor the rest of the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, 
disclose or suggest the claimed invention. Additionally it should be clear that the 
Examiner has not established a prima facie case of obviousness and has used 

hindsight in the attempt. Hindsight cannot be used to establish a prima facie case 

of obviousness. In re Fritch, 23 USPQ2d 1780 (CAFC 1992). 

In light of the foregoing, the application is now believed to be in proper 

form for allowance of all claims. Reconsideration and allowance of the claims* 

respectfully solicited.
